his Country," and the first president of 
tlie United States. He was born on tho 
22d day of February, 1732, in tho state 
of Virginia, and his early manhood 
was passed as a civil engineer. His 
military career began with his appoint^ 
mcnt tut major iu the provincial militia. 
He was afterward raised to tho position 
of colonel and distinguished himself in 
many engagement* with the Indians.

When tho war of the revolution was 


opened he was made 'cotnmander-in- 
cliiof of tlio American armies* and filled 
the position until our independence was 
acknowledged by England. The war 
over, ho retired to private life, but when 
the constitution was adopted he was 
elected the first president of the United 


His inauguration, took pliico on 


the 30th day of April, 1780, and ho re, 
mained in tho presidential chnir for two 
terms, retiring again to private life in 
1797.

His dcnth took place at his farm homo 


iu Virginia, on the 14th day of Decem- 
ber, 17fK>, within seventeen days of tho 
dawning of the nineteenth century.
